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JHIS  hymn  book  has  grown  out  of  an  intimate  acquaintance 
with  the  musical  practice  of  the  evangelical  churches.  It 
appears  in  answer  to  a  general  call  from  those  churches  for 
a  book  of  convenient  size  and  moderate  cost  that  shall  embrace  the 
standard  repertory  of  Christian  praise. 

The  more  compendious  books,  as  a  rule,  either  seek  to  present  and 
emphasize  a  special  point  of  view  or  are  edited  with  the  social  meet- 
ing chiefly  in  mind.  This  compilation  is  based  on  a  careful  study  of 
good  usage  generally,  and  is  framed  to  meet  all  the  aspects  of  modem 
church  life. 

We  venture  to  assert  that  the  hymns  and  tunes  which  compose  this 
book  will  be  found  to  constitute  nine  tenths  of  the  repertory  of  any 
church,  even  where  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  praise  service.  It  will 
be  found,  also,  that  the  union  of  hymn  and  tune  is  that  which  the 
best  practice  has  sanctioned.  The  grounds  of  selection  in  each  case 
were  not  individual  preference,  but  the  concurrent  preference  of  the 
churches,  ascertained  by  a  painstaking  tabulation  of  actual  usage.

The  wieked,  through  the  pride  of 
his  oonntenaaoe,  will  not  seek 
after  God:  Ck)d  is  not  in  all  his 
thoughts. 

His  ways  are  always  grievous;  thy 
judgments  are  far  above  out  of  his 
sight :  as  for  all  his  enemies,  he  puff- 
eth  at  them. 

He  hath  said  in  his  heart,  I  shall 
not  be  moved:  for  I  shall  never  be 
in  adversity. 

His  mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and  de- 
ceit and  fraud:  under  his  tongue  is 
mischief  and  vanity. 

He  sitteth  in  the  lurking  plaoes  of 
the  villages:  in  the  secret  plaoes 
doth  he  murder  the  innocent:  his 
eyes  are  set  against  the  poor. 

He  lieth  in  wait  secretly  as  a  lion  in 
his  den :  he  lieth  in  wait  to  catch  the 
poor:  he  doth  catch  the  poor,  when 
he  draweth  him  into  his  net. 

He  croucheth  and  humbleth  him- 
self, that  the  poor  may  fall  by  his 
strong  ones. 

He  hath  said  in  his  heart,  God  hath 
forgotten :  he  hideth  his  face ;  he  will 
never  see  it. 

Arise,  0  Lord;  0  Ood,  lift  up  thine 
hand:  forget  not  the  humble. 

Wherefore  doth  the  wicked  contemn 
God  T  he  hath  said  in  his  heart,  Thou 
wilt  not  require  it.

Have  I  been  so 
long  time  with  you,  and  yet  hast 
thou  not  known  me,  Philip  t  he  that 
hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the  Father; 
and  how  sayest  thou  then.  Shew  us 
the  Father! 
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Believest  fhon  not  that  I  am  in  the 
Father,  and  the  Father  in  me?  the 
words  that  I  speak  nnto  yon  I 
speak  not  of  myself:  bnt  the 
Fatiier  that  dwelleth  in  me,  he 
doeth  the  works. 

Believe  me  that  I  am  in  the  Father, 
and  the  Father  in  me:  or  else  be- 
lieve me  for  the  very  works'  sake. 

Verily,  verily,  I  say  nnto  yon.  He 
that  believeth  on  me,  the  works 
that  I  do  shall  he  do  also;

THEBE  is  therefore  now  no  con- 
demnation to  them  which  are  in 
Christ  Jesus,  who  walk  not  after  the

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For  fhe  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life 
in  Christ  Jesiu  hath  made  me 
firee  from  the  law  of  sin  and 
death. 

For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in 
that  it  was  weak  through  the  flesh, 
God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the  like- 
ness of  sinful  flesh,  and  for  sin,  con- 
demned sin  in  the  flesh : 

fhat  the  righteousness  of  the  law 
might  be  fulfilled  in  us,  who  walk 
not  after  the  flesh,  but  after  the 
Spirit. 

For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the 
Spirit  of  God,  they  are  the  sons  of 
God. 

For  ye  have  not  reoeived  the  spirit 
of  bondage  again  to  fear;  but  ye 
have  received  the  Spirit  of  adop- 
tion, whereby  we  cry,  Abba, 
Father. 

The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with 
our  spirit,  that  we  are  the  children 
of  God : 

And  if  children,  then  heirs ;  heirs 
of  Ood,  and  joint  heirs  with 
Ohrist;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with 
him,  that  we  may  be  also  glorified 
together. 

For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of 
this  present  time  ar.e  not  worthy  to 
be  compared  with  the  glory  which 
shall  be  revealed  in  us.
